SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTER’S 
REHEPORT. 


Frttow TownsMEN: In respectfully submitting to you my 
annual report, it will be the object of your committee to state faith- 
fully and impartially the result of the Schools kept in each district 
during the year; and make such suggestions in relation to them, 
as may seem best calculated to ensure their success in future:7/ AL 
though all the schools have not been in every respect so efficient \ \ 
and profitable as we could desire, still if we view them asa whole, 
we shall discover in them many excellencies,—much to Pd ag : 
us to hold on to all the good:that has been achieved; and stimulate 
us to renewed zeal and energy for their further improvementyy I 
we wish to elevate and improve the character of our schools, we 
must demand faithful, well educated and energetic teachers. Cheap 
and incompetent teachers are the dearest in the end. They often | 
do, what a better teacher will be obliged to un-do. Bad habits 
are encouraged—especially in the manner of reading, pronuncia-— 
tion &c. Idleness and indifference’ creep into the school. The 
teaher has no power to arouse or interest the pupil, and he who can- 
not do this under ordinary circumstances is not fit for an instructor, 
and should never enter the school room as such. » As is the teacher,/ 
so is the school. How important then, that good teachers in every 
sense of the word should be employed to assist the parents in train+/ 
ing up their children in the way they should go. 

‘Your committee has, during the past year examined thirty-two 
teachers, and granted as many certificates; made sixty-nine visits 
to the schools, besides several occasional visits of which no account 
has been made., Allthe schools have been visited twice or three 
times, except when the prudential Committees have failed to give 
notice of the close. 

Your Committee has noticed with much pleasure, a visible im-\ 
provementin writing, the past year. Almost every school at the

handsome specimens of penmanship, and neat and clean writing © 

books.

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District No. 1. David Barnard, Committee. No summer 
school. 

Winter School, Miss Evelyn S. Beard, Teacher. The examin- 
ation of this school was highly interesting. ” ‘The room,was beauti-— . 
fully decorated with mottos and ever-greens, which*could but \ 
impart, to the many spectators present, a favorable impression,” A 
The progress was very good. | Energy and activity were character- 
istics of the school. The sounds of the letters were given with 
remarkable accuracy. Several compositions were read which did 
muchcredit tothe pupils. Singing was also practiced with good 
effect. No whispering. Condition of the School House good. 
This district ought to have more school money. 

District No 2. ‘Daniel Campbell, Committee. Summer 
School—Miss Mary A. Campbell, Teacher. Miss Campbell resides 
in this district, and has taught the school several previous terms ; 
always with good success. The present term the order good,—the 
improvement also was very good. Miss Campbell is an experienced 
and efficient teacher. Music was practiced in this school by these™ 
juvenile pupils, having a good influence on the school. Condition” 
of the school house, very poor, and needs repairing. 

Winter School—Luther F. Atwood, Teacher. This was Mr. 
Atwood’s first attempt at teaching. Heisa young man of a good 
education, and bearsa good character. But by an agreement be- 
tween the prudential committee and himself the school came to a 
close. The writer of thisreport has taken charge of this school and 
finds the task delightful and pleasant; all is harmony, peace and 
progress. Not yet closed. 

District No. 3. J. Q. A. Caldwell, Committee. Summer 
school, Miss Lizzie D.'Cochran, Teacher. This was Miss Cochran’s 
first school. Your committee having had no notice of the com- 
mencement or close of the school can give no account ofit. The 
winter term was taught by the same teacher and promised well at 
‘the first examination, but no notice being given of the close, no 
report can be given of the improvement. The thing, called school 
house,in which the scholars met is unworthy the name. 

District No. 4. Robert Kelso, Committee. . Summer School, 
Miss Mary E. Merrill, Teacher. Miss Merrill labored assiduously 
for the advancement of her school, and with good success. The 
progress of the school was good. The school house was beautified», 
with flowersand mottos. Anumber of spectators witnessed the ex-” 
amination. Condition of the school house good. 

Winter School, Miss Lydia D. Atwood, Teacher, Miss Atwood 
is an experienced, thorough and faithful teacher. The progress 
made in the several branches attended to was highly gratifying to

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your committee, and reflects much credit on both teacher and pupils. 
Quietness and good order distinguished this school. 

District No. 5. George Prince, Committee. Summer term, 
Miss Elizabeth C. Kendall, Teacher. Miss Kendall is a good 
teacher, and discharged her duties with great fidelity. The pro- 
gress of the school was good in the several branches taught. 

Winter school, Miss Annette E. W. Dunbar, Teacher. This 
school at the first examination promised success, but at the final visit 
to the school, only about one third part of the scholars were present 
Several were absent on account of sickness. Those who were 
present appeared well. A miserable school house. . 

Districr No. 6. Samuel Worthley, Committee. Summer 
school, Miss Mary B. Patterson, of Danvers, Mass., Teacher. ‘This 
was Miss Patterson’s first experience in the “joys and sorrows’’ 
of school teaching. A commendable progress was made in the sey~- 
eral branches taught. Miss Patterson possess the elements of a 
good teacher. 

Winter school. Foster T. Wheeler, of Bedford, Teacher. Mr. 
Wheeler commenced this school with hopes of success, it being his 
first attempt in teaching ‘“ the young idea how to shoot,” but ereit 
closed many of the scholars left and the term closed suddenly with- 
out examination. Nothing therefore can be said of the progress of 
the school. The order of the school not good. The school house 
needs repairing. | 

District No. 7. Samuel Marden, Committee. Summer 
school, Miss Louisa M. Cross, Teacher. This was Miss C’s. first 
trial in school teaching,——in the district where she had been a mem- 
ber of the school for several years. Yet she succeeded well; and 
the scholars made a fair improvement under her care. 

Winter School. Jesse Beard, Teacher. The teacher of this 
school cannot speak in too high terms of both parents and scholars. 
The good deportment of the scholars, and kind co-operation of the 
parents, will not by him be soon forgotten. But the old school 
house defies all description. | nd 

District No 8. William Cochran, Committee. Summer 
school, Miss Frances B. Adams, Teacher. This wasa good school. 
The order good, the reading excellent, and all the recitations 
evincedagoodimprovement. This school rankshigh. No whis- 
pering. Composition was practiced in this school. | 

Winter school. Charles H. Stanley, of Beverly, Mass., Teacher. 
This was Mr. Stanley’s first school. He is a young man of excell- 
ent scholaaship. It appears there was some dissatisfaction in the 
district, but from what cause your committee has not learned. 
The school surely appeared well at the close. Mr. Stanley appears 
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to bea worthy and enterprising young man. The old shell ofa 
school house, ‘‘ when will it depart?’ This district should be 
united with No. 18, and the school graded. 


District No. 9. George Adams, Committee. Summer term, 
Miss Sarah M. Beard, Teacher. ‘This school is small and the 
scholars very young, yet a gocd improvement was madein the 
several branches taught. 

Winter school. Miss Sareh M. Beard, Teacher. The winter 
school in this district was composed of the youngest scholars of any 
district in town. Dut considering their ages their recitations were 
very good. 


District No. 10. Peter Hopkins, Committee. No Summer 
school. 

Winter school. Miss Cordelia C. Beard, Teacher. This is a 
small school. Butaccording to the teacher’s register the attend- 
ance has been constant and punctual; and it was evident that very 
good progress wasmade. ‘The school room though small was re- 
markably neat and clean. The discipline was good. Quietness 
and harmony prevailed. More school money is needed in this 
district. 


District No. 11. Horace Langdell, Committee. Summer 
School, Miss Evelyn Richards, 'Teacher. Miss Richards commen- 
ced this school under favorable circumstances, but at the end of six 
weeks was obliged to close on account of sickness. Miss Sarah 
N. Dodge finished the school; but your committee cannot judge 
of the improvement, having had no notice of the close. 

Winter school. Miss Sarah N. Dodge, Teacher. Miss Dodge 
labored. zealously for the good of the scholars committed to her 
care; and by incessant labor and untiring zeal on the part of the 
teacher, the school passed a very good examination. A goodschool 
house, in a pleasant location. 


District No. 12. Samuel Dane, Committee. | Summer 
school — Miss Julia A. Kingsbury, of Francestown, Teacher. 
This school is very small insummer; but it was well managed and 
appeared well at the close. A good progress was made in the 
branches attended to. There are some excellent readers belonging 
to this school. A portion of the scholars reside in Francestown. 

Winter School. Miss Sarah C. Trull, of Goffstown, Teacher. 
This is a first rate school. The exercises were of a high. order. 
The closing examination gave evidence of thorough, systematic 
teaching. May the teacher long continue in the field, which she 
has so successfully entered. The scholars are worthy of a better 
school-house. 
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District No. 18. John M. Andrews, Committee. Summer 
school, Miss Sarah N. Dodge, Teacher. Miss Dodge is a good’ 
teacher and labored hard to interest her pupils in their studies, 
and in some good measure succeeded. A commendable progress 
was visible throughout the school in all the branches taught. 

Winter school. Miss Frances B. Adams, Teacher. Miss 
Adams seemed to enter on the duties of this school, with a’ deter- 
mination to succeed; and her success showed that she was not. 
disappointed. The school was still and orderly; and all the 
recitations reflected much credit on both teacher and scholars. <A 
number of the parents were present at the closing examination. 

District No. 14 Nathan lLangdell, Committee. Summer 
School—Miss Lydia A. Dodge, Teacher. This was Miss D.’s 
first attempt to teach ; and her success was good.

No doubt some improvement was made. <A stronger effort on the 
part of the teacher to have infused more life and amination into the. 
recitations, would have been attended with good results. The school 
house is not the best in town. 

Disrrict No. 16. Daniel Gregg, Committee. Summer School 
—Miss Emily C. Webster of Chelmsford Mass., Teacher. Miss — 
Webster is a young lady of good education. And with more ex-~ 
perience will make a first rate teacher. The closing examination 
showed a good improvement. Singing was practiced daily in this 
school with good results. Some of the parents attended the closing 
examination. | 

Winter School, George H. Twiss of Dunbarton, Teacher. This 
school in winter is the largest in town. The labor of the teacher 
is complicated and arduous. But by the faithfulness and perse-" 
verance of the teacher, a very good progress was made im the num- 
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erous branches studied. A number of compositions were read at 
the closing examination. Mr. Twiss is a thorough and energetic 
teacher. The condition of the school house is wretchedly bad. 

District No. 17. Perry Richards; Committee. A portion of 
this district belongs to the town of Weare, and the Summer 
school was supported by that town. Of course your Committee 
has no report to make of the school. | 

Winter School. Miss Jennie M. Bartlett, Teacher. The teacher 
of this school labored with a devotion rarely excelled, to 
elevate the character of her school and improve the morals and 
manners of the pupils, and was successful. Here is a convenient 

_ school-room, with Outline Maps, a large Map of the United States, 

a clock, and beautiful decorations, which cannot fail to delight the 
beholder. The recitations of the pupils were excellent. No 
whispering, but beautiful music ; what a contrast. A host of vis- 
iters attended the closing examination. 


District No. 18. Thomas Wason, Committee. - Summer 
School. Miss Mary J. Batchelder, of Mont Vernon, teacher.

Teachers should not only be examples of propriety, of good con~ 
duct and good manners, but they should make efforts to improve | 
the manners. of their pupils, by teaching them to ke obliging and - 
courteous, polite and affable, quiet and gentle, Our schools need | 
more moral and religious instruction. The great principles of vir- 
tue and piety, should be daily impressed on the minds of the rng)
